Assuming that conscription on the German 
model were introduced into the United King 
dom, would it injure the productivity of the 
nation ? In Germany the reverse has happen 
ed, and General Bronsart von Schellendort 
who defended the aystem at the Hague con 
ference, stated the German Empire owed ite 
industrial success to the coarse uf compal- 
sory training which every healthy male had 
to pass through ard which incaleated habits 
of discipline, order, ce’f-command, cleanliness, 
a:d obcdience to the valls of daty in 
every class from the highest to the lowest. 
No one who has lived in Germany for any 
length of time can fail to be strack by the 
physical improvement effzcted by the two 
years’ barrack training. The average German 
who has completed his service with the 
colours bossts a deep chest anda good pair of 
shoulders. He is, no doubt, less athletic and 
limber than the young Boglishman who has

Because a boy now and again is 
expelled for miscondact and comes in the end 
to atter grief, are we to demand the instant 
abolition of the public school system 1 

Shoald it be orged that universal military 
training will end in militarism and the rale of 
the sabre, the answer is simple enough. The 
United Kingdom is 9 free and conatitational 
country and its forces cannot be used to do the 
behests of an autocrat or of a c'ass. In France 
the fact that the leaders of the army were at 
one time rather inclined to interfare in ths 
potitical straggles of the nation was due to an 
unfortanate tradition which dve; not obtain in 
England. Napoleon III. was able to debauch a 
professional long-service army by buying some 
of its chiefs and regaling the rank and file with 
champagne after reviews, bat his efforts would 
have failed to induce any conscript army to 
turn their arms against the State. In any case 
the analogy of France, which has experienced 
a variety of Governments and has only recently 
settled down to 3 Republican regime, cannot 
hold good in the case of a nation that can point 
to a long tradition of orderly and conatitatio- 
nal progress. Conscription does not obliterate 
and never will obliterate national character- 
istics, otherwise one might assume that British 
soldiers recruited under a compulsory system 
would treat Hyde Park demonstrators as the 
Cossacks have recently been trea‘ing Russian 
Liberals. Universal military training is certainly 
most unlikely to brutalise our people, ard the 
man in the streets who clamoura for war on 
every possible occasion is not likely to be very 
vocal when he knows that he may have to pay 
his debt to the State with his person. Can any 
of the conscript peoples of Western Europe,

We require nambera and organisation to 
win battles and to insure oarselves not only 
against defeat bat against an indecisive war. 
A regular professional army is reqnired for thé 


| defence of India and certaia of our colonies, 


and to serve as a nucleus for a great national 
force in the event of a struggle. The formation 
of rifle clubs has beea suggested as the 
panacea for our military ills,'and publicists who 
take themselves seriously dream of the creatioa 
of commandoes rivalliog those of the Transvasl 
in marksmanship and far exceeding them in 
nombers who are to repel problematical in- 
vaders. We might prodace men equal to the 
Boers,not only in marksmanship, bot in endar- 
ance, horsemastership, and the facalty for 
using every inch of groand to advantage if wa 
r-turned to the conditions that’ prevailed in 
the Middle Ages. The Welsh marchers and the 
Scotch Borderers would make terrible adver- 
saries, if we could resuscitate th3 conditions 
that created them, bat we cannot, nor woald 
we if we could, and to-day it is folly to 
imaginy that farm labourers and bank clerks. 
with a little knowledge of shooting coald 


cause more than the minimum of annoyance | 


to an invader or effect anything if landed on 
a hostile shore. No ; we require an army, not 
a mob of men with rifles, and the only way 
to make our forces adequate to the tasks 
that may be imposed on them is to train 
our youth to drill, to shoot, and to march. 
The details are of little importance beside the 
main principle. We may follow the Garman 
system, we may follow the Swiss, but we must 


create an organisation that will render out 


forces capable ot indefinite expansion in case 


of war. Otherwise we cannot intervene effsct- 
ively on behalf of our allies’ or of our own in- 
tereats on the continents of Europe or Asia, and 
must sooner or later give place to worthier com- 
petitors for the first placa under the sun.

In # recent isane <{) “Al Zsher” that 
saper remarks that in con-equence of the 
publicity it has given to this book, it has 
received many erquiries from its readers as 
to where it is to be obtaiued. It is stated that 
the book has attracted considerable attention 
on the continent and the German supposi- 
tion is, on prima facie evidence, that it was 
written by one of the prircipal European 
diplomats.

FINANCIAL ADVISER’S REPORT. 

Dr. J. K. Gabril (Fayoum) writes :—Those 
gentlemen who contradict the Financial Advi- 
ser’s statements seem to me to know ‘ary little 
about the country, esnscially as regards the 
lands and the fellah, I am living amongst the 
fellsheen and have practical knowledge of the 
peasantry and their life and lands. I agree 
with the Financial Adviser that the present 
price of land is not permanent. In 1900 you 
could have bought one fedden here for £3, 
now you cannot have it for £40, so rapidly 
has the value gone up, and it must come 
down with equal rapidity and so all the shares 
of the banke, which depend on the fellah, will! 
fall as well, It is trae the Bgyptian peasant 
does not know of anything else to do and 
has no other desire but to buy and own land, 
bot unfortanately very few felleheen know 
how to save money. When he has any surplus 
cash he either takes unto himself a new wife 
or goes for a trip to Mecca. So those people 
who speculate with lands and hope to sell it 
in the fatare for a high price to the fellah are, 
I believe, making a miscalculation.

WHY IS IT SO DBAR? 


COLD STORAGE TO THE RESCUE, 


It is very strange that Alexandria and 
Ramleh have not yet received any attention 
from any cold storage concern. This city and 
its suburbs would afford a far more profitable 
locality than Cairo, which after all, is only 
a winter resort, while Alexandria and its 
subarbs are full all the year round and are in 
fact becoming more and more the summer resort 
for Cairenes and provincials, who do not go to 
Europe in the hot season. 

Ths need for cold storage here is especially 
obvious at the present time owing to the pro- 
ceedings of the Meat ‘rast, which now ab:o- 
lately controls the price of meat here. The 

| Price of prime beef at the Alexandria slaughter- 

| honse is P.T. 6 per oke. The mediom qaality 
of meat is sold there at P.T. 5 per oke. 

Bat in town the minimum price for first class 
meat is from P.T. 9 to P.T. 10 per oke, mini 
mom price, while the medium quality is dis- 
posed of at an identical rate. The third quality 
of meat is sold at from P.T. 3 to P.T. 4 per oke 
at the slaughterhouse, and is retailed in town 

at from P.T. 5to P.T. 8 the oke. The butchers 
are making immense profits and have formed 
a kind of trust to keep up the price. 

As we recently pointed ont, the price of 
meat onght to have considerably decreased 
here as the Quarantine Board does not allow 
any cattle arriving here from Asia Minor and 
Syria to be sent inland and to Cairo. All the 
cattle are killed here and a great redoction in 
price should have ensued, but the butchers 
have seen their opportunity and have combin- 
ed to keep up the rates for retailing. 

In regard to the above remarks, we under- 
stand the state of things at Cairo is very little 
better than that now prevailing at Alexandria. 
The batchers in the Capital form a very close 
ring and do their best to keep ap prices and 
boycott frozen meat. The only source from 
which this commodity is procarable is from the 
Nile Cold Storage Company, the only other 
similar concern having still refrained from 
embarking in retail enterprise, The Army of 
Occupation at Alexandria has indeed for the 
last fortnight been supplied with frozen meat 
and the results have been so far qoite satis- 
factory. Bat it remains to be seen whether this 
first step will lead to the permanent establish- 
ment in Alexandria ofa cold storage dépot, 
where meat can be obtained at fair ciices. Of 
course it must he remembered that frozen 
mo=* can never be imported here at as low a 
rate as Syrian meat, but evea taking that into 
consideration cold storage meat could be 
retailed at a much lower rate than the inferior 
stuff retailed here from Syria.

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CONCESSIONS CANCELLED. 


MR. GEORGE OGILVY HAIG’S LEASES. 


Mr. George Ogilvy Haig died on the 4th 
inst. and on the 9th inst. the Government 
cancelled all his concessions, including forty 
mining leases. 

The Minister of Finance, in an order just 
issued, says that, “ taking into consideration 
the letter of the Inspector General of Mines 
dated the 3rd day of January, 1906, from 
which it appears that Mr. George Ogilvy Haig 
has made no attempt to carry on continuous 
and business-like operations under any of 
the concessions granted by the said forty 
leases respectively and has wholly suspended 
operations on each of the said concessions for 
a period exceeding six calendar months and 
has altogether failed to pay the rent which 
became due under each of the said leases on 
the first day of Jaly last,” orders that, 
“the concessions incladed respectively in the 
forty leases in identical form granted to 
George Ogilvy Haig on the ist day of March 
1905 are hereby cancelled without prejadice to 
avy claim against the lessee which may already 
have accrued to the Government under the said 
leases or any of them.”

A consolidation of all the avennes of supply 
is held to be necessary, with a general depot 
from which everything would be issued, and 
with a staff, inclading buyers, able to control 
sapplies in every part of the field and out of 
it, sfter the manner of successful trading 
stores. 

It is proposed to transform the various coi- 
panies of the Royal Engineers into a series of 
battalions, complete with every reqnisite for 
an army, after the manner of the Japanese. At 
present all the services fur an army are scat: 
tered about in separate companies. The Engi- 
neer battalions will form a comprehensive 
organisation, covering bridging, telephones, 
telegraphs, ballooning, and electric lighting, 
each carried ont by trained units of the Corps. 
These battalions will not form part of the mobi- 
lised forces for home defence, but will be pre- 
pared essantially for war, and ready to embark 
with any expeditionary force. 


The Army Council has jaet made a decision 
which will be learned of with joy by many a 
janior sergeant of the Royal Garrison Artillery 
at home and abroad, and that is, that all 
non-commissioned officers of the R.G.A., who 
have been permitted to extend their service 
beyond 21 years, and who having reached the 
age of forty, and completed 25 years’ service, 


‘| will go on pension foar months from the Ist 


Janaary. Owing to the number of N.C.0.’s who 
were allowed t> extend thair servico many 
sergeants have had to goon foreign service 
within two years of their previous tour abroad, 
and the reduction of several companies ferthor 
blocked promotion. ‘This new raling will clear 
out the senior sergeants and cause a healtl y 
ran of promotion amongst the lower ranks, 
The rule applies to non-coms. on the staff of 
the Militia and Volunteer forces The four 
months’ notice is a concession from the usual 
one month. A very large number of staff 
sergeants will be hit by it. 


The 6th of Fsebraary has been provis‘onally 
fixed for the lauuching of the huge battleship 
Dreaduooght at Portsmouth. This monster, 
which will have a displacement of 18,000 tons, 
will be the largest battleship afloat when 
completed. She ha; been got ready for launch- 
ing in exactly four mon‘hs, which in itself is 
a record. One of tha many improvements in the 
battleship, making for the comfort ot her 
handymen, is a we'l equipped bakery. This 
improvement is also to be carried out io other 
ships so that the days of ‘hard tack,” as well 
as those of ‘salt horse,” are nambered.

It is hardly necessary to say that the arrest 
of several non-commissioned offi:ers in conneo- 
tion with the South Africaa War scandals 
has caused a considerable sensation. At the 
same time nobody takes in that the non-coms 
were all to blame for the bribery alleged to 
have gone on during tha war. Anyone who 
koows anything about military matters is 
aware that the non-commissioned officars’ 
chances of peculation are ona very small scale, 
and that they are not likely to bein a position 
to perpetrate a big “job.” There is a shrewd 
opinion expressed that bigger wigs than staff 
sergeants will be involved in the mess. 

The report of the Royal Commission now in. 
vestigating the losses incurred over stores iu 
South Africa will show the necessity for a fally 
equipped sapply branch to deal with every form 
of army requirement. In ths Transvaal war 
supply and store daties often fell to the lot of 
inexperienced officers, soldiers, and civilians. 
Owing to the lack of an adequate expert staff 
todo the work, some millions sterling were 
wasted by this want of system. The entire 
question of supplies and stores in the field will 
be overhauled when the Commission’s report is 
made. 

In all probability an expert supply officer will 
be given charge of supplies at the War Office, 
with general’s renk. Under the present system 
it is proved that there is too much divided re- 
sponsibility and much overlapping, wastage, 
and faulty administration. The expert handlers 
of stores are too few for war purposes to secure 
economy and efficiency, and much of the work 
is indifferently performed, casually superin- 
tended, and sometimes not overlooked at all. 

There are, it is chown, too many depots and 
branches for supplies in the: field. A corps 
draws its bread at one place, pickutting pegs 
at another, and transport somewhere else ;

The difference in tone between the earlier 
and later letters was due to Mr. Whitehouse’s 
resentment with some of the reviews of the 
book which were not as complimentary to him 
as he would have liked, notably the review in 
the “Times” asserticg that I had “enlivened” 
my volume with “a post-mortem examination 
of the Cope Whitehouss theory” ; for which he

Prince Mchamed Aly 
Pacha was among the Princes whom onr author 
met,and his Highness expressed himself in 
the following outspoken fashion on the way 
Anglo-Egyptians neglect the adage that 
“Manners makyeth the Man.” 

“Prince,” I said, “you do not seem to be 
particularly fond of the English ’” “Well.” 
he replied, ‘I can like them in their own 
homes, bat not here. When I was in Eng- 
land I met many charming people, who 
treated me with perfect courtesy. It made 
me ask myself continaally, can these people, 
with such charming manners and so well 
bred, be the same brates as we have in 
Egypt? Why are they so perfact at home 
and so ill mannered with os? And, take my 
word for it, they are making a great mistake, 
It is because of their bad manners that they 
are. not liked. A‘little. more consideration and 
politeness towards us Egyptians would gain 
for them many friendships and much devo- 
tion, but what we cannot stand is their 
boorishness, their lack of talk, and their 
coarseness. 

We believe that these remarks of the Prince 
are not altogether beside the point. The 
Egyptian “standpoint to tha English often 
resembles that of the ycung Harrovian towards 
the latd Dr. Temple,: “He is a beast, but a 
just beast.” :

“Then, Princess, it is clear that the Egyp- 
tians are not yet’fit to govern themselves ?” 

To whieh her Highness replied: 

“Govern ourselves 4 -Bot, my dear sir, 
we are chjldren atill, babes in b'b>, unable 
to stand.\. No, no, we cannot be left alone. 
Here Cromer does everything. Without 
him we éhou'd have to retorn to the 
guardianship of the Powers.

Here the 
whole conntry is one vast Stock Exchange, 
which saps its civilisation at the roots.”

I can’t do it myself 
so of course I’ve got to call the Arab, and 
his cold clammy finger wanders continually 
all over my back, and gives me the most 
horrible feelings !”

In the evening the crew don large over- 
coats with hoods, giving them the appear- 
ance of monks. Natarally they are Arabs, 
and we have on board certain elderly 
females... and yet, when I think of it not 
so very elderly, who conduct thameelves 
with them in a very extraordinary fasbion. 
Yesterday evening two ot them, each with 
an Arab for company, left the boat, and 
in the moonlight set off to explore... the 
anknown. From the deck we watched them 
disappear. If the white woman who conduct 
themselves thus with the Arabs woald 
think for a moment of the harm which thay 
ara doing to the work of civilisation throngh- 
out Egypt they jmight pe:haps hesitate. 
They do not seem to realise that the native, 
convinced that all foreign women act in the 
83me manner as these fools, despises them 
profoundly, saying to himself, “If that is 
the resalt of a Christian education, of their 
Western civilisation, of the emancipation of 
women—no thanks! better he as we are, 
and keep our women safely shat ap in the 
harem,” 


A Filppant Passage. 


Sometimes Mr. de Guerville is rather too 
flippant, as the following passage shows : 

“I am certain that that is jrst as it was 
in tha time of our Saviour.” This exclama- 
tion, uttered a few paces off, came from an 
elderly American lady, very bigoted, who 
sitcs wa started, had been diligently stady- 
Ezypt as described in the Bible. Saddenly 
her eyes fell on my pyjamas, when she gave 
me one look, shocked and angry, which I

am sore our Lord would not have approved 
of, but which, making me realise the some- 
what scanty natare of my attire, drove me 
to seek the friendly shelter of my cabin. 

“An hoor later wo passed a large dehabieh, 
stranded on a sandbank. ‘I'he whole of the 
crew, completely naked, were directing all 
their efforts to refloat hor, whilst my Ame. 
rican friend put on hor glasses to get a 
better view. Tha doctor of the Rameres 
turned to me laughiug and said, “My dear 
fellow, your sin this morning was appearing 
in pyjimss ; if you had had nothing on, she 
would probably have honoured you with a 
second look through her glasses. 


On Chemists. 


He is hard on chemists — 


Among the shopkeepers, the palm un- 
doubtedly must go to the chemists. Their 
name is legion, and they grow fat in robbing 
a patient public with a most charming grace. 
Their cynicism sarpss3es belief, and their 
basiness in life may be summed up as 
stealing always and poisoning often. 

This criticiem is rather severe and we are 
glad to be able to state that there are 
exceptions. 


A Notable Criticism. 


One of the most valuable portions of “New 
Reypt” ara the two notes by the late Grand 
Mofti of Egypt, Sheikh Mohamed Abdon, 
on public instruction and administration and 
justice. These notes are the deliberate state- 
ments of one of the most respected of modern 
Egyptiens, ‘whose death was regretted hy all 
clacses We publish the second of the Grand 
Muofti’s notes, on administration and jastice. 
It contains a good deal of sound criticism, as 
every Anglo-Egyptian official will acknowledge: 

‘Ths Egyptian Administration has no 
need of great reforms in its orzanisation, 
Nevertheless it leaves much to be desired. 
lts principsl fault lies in the unsatisfac- 
tory choice of its cflicials. As a rale one 
thing alone is exacted in a candidate, and 
that is that he should posses a nature 
entire’'y passive. A man in tho smallest 
degree independent will not be admitted, 
or if by mistake he should be, he will not 
remain long. Why is it so? Simp!y because 
the English mis‘rust too much, and without 
reason, men of iudependent thought. They 
find offivials ready to do all that is asked 
cf them, and even more if by doing so 
they can gain favour with their superiors, 
and they seem to be satisfied with this 
condition of things. Unfortunately, the re- 
sult is that those in charge of our affairs 
are seldom well informed of the men and 
affairs of the Administration. The Ezyptian 
officials dare not tell thym tha trath, they 
take no initiative, approve all that is want- 
ed, and never oppose any measure. One 
example from a thousand: An Egyptian 
Mondir in a province is assisted- by an 
English inspector. Normally the Monudir 
should administer, and the inspector contro, 
his work. Bat it is not so. The Mocdir 
takes no responsibility, he submits every- 
thing, however insignificant, to the Inspeptor 
and awaits his orders, which he is ready to 
catry out. The more he effaces himeelf, the 
more he doer, co he believes, to please his 
inspector. If the latter should commit an 
error, he will allow it to pass rather than 
offer an observation which might be badly 
received. And so it is all over: It is noto- 
rious that the English will not pat up with 
an Egyptian official unless he is willing to 
play the partofdammy. Thecountry is in 
this way deprived of the services of those of 
its children: who have an opinion on her res] 
needs, and who have the courage to express 
that opinion. In the Department of Justice 
the same fanlt exists, with the aggravating 
circumstance that with an Egyptian Judge 
of a passive disposition easily inflaenced by 
his English colleague, the danger may arise 
that he will not give an opinion according to 
his conscience. ‘This danger is very great, 
and the evil a very serious one. 

“Another danger is the ease with which 
the law of the country is made. Each 
Englishman constitutes himself a legi-lator, 
and attempts to modify the law as it suite 
him. He submits his work to the minis- 
terial council, which, as every one knows, 
is an assembly of mutes, who sign what- 
ever is put ‘before them. The only control 
exercised ia by the Legislative Council. Bat 
this assembly has only a consultative power, 
aud the members of it who are up to their 
work are very few. 

“What is req.ired is a kiod of State 
Council, before which would come all pro 
posals in regard tothe law. There thay 
would receive serious consideration. The 
good woold pass, the bad would be rejected.” 
The extracts we have made will pive the 

reader s »me idea of this entertaining book and 
we hope that M. ds Querville will take the 
opportunity of his present visit to Ezypt to 
find matérials for another work on modern 
Egypt;for there is still plenty of subject matter 
for his sprightly pen. 4

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THE OPENING UP OF THE HOLY 
LAND. 


The interior of Palestine and Syria, which 
until recently could only be visited under 
great difficulties and with serions sacrifice of 
time and money, has at last, thanks to the 
efforts of the Hamburg American Line, been 
made accessible to the travelling’ public. A 
considerable improvement in the means of 
transport in Palestine and Syria has been 
noticeable since the trip of the German Em- 
peror to Jerusalem in 1898, and the continued 
interest he still shows in their advance has 
induced the ‘l'urkish .anthorities to remove 
some of the more objectionable inconveniences 
aud to urge forward the construction’ of the 
railways that had been so long projected. The 
great Mecca Railway, stretching from Damas-

existent have been thrown a little into shape. 

A few months sgo an overland tour into 
the interior of Palestine, such as trom Jeru- 
salem via Nazareth and Tiberias to. Damascus, 
was one of great difficalty, danger and expense. 
To carry out a trip of this natare necessitated 
fitting up an expsdition, the equipment and 
execution of which had to be entirely in tha 
hands of a dragoman, who, by imposing upon 
the tourists, robbed the journey to the Holy 


Land of all its pleasure. But the worst of all A 


was that, apart from the houses of thé inhabi- | 
tauts, which, in reality, teem with vermin, not. 
a house was to ba found on ths whole three ' 


days journey from Jerusalem to Nazareth and 


travellers were forced to bring with them, not 
only cooking apparatus and provisions, but 
also tents, the inconveniences of which were, 
on the whole, decidedly unpleasant. 

Bat oh! how beautiful is just this part of 
Palestine. What delightfol scenes, what 
effactful pictures, and what precious remem. | 
brances the journey vii Betbel and Jacob’s 
Well to Nabalos and then throngh Samaria, 
the bountifal fields of the Plain of Jezreel, and 
Nazareth has in store for as. How many ton-, 
rists to the Holy Land have been deeply | 
aggrieved, however, that their. health or their 
purse strings have compelled them t) abandon 
@ visit to this little-knowa bat highly charming . 
and historical district, and forced them to make | 
their pilgrimage along the over-ran routes to 
Jerasalem, Jericho, Damascus or Baalbek! | 

My first visit to Palestine included only 
these latter. How great was my surprise how: 
ever when, on my second trip, in which | took } 
in Galilée, I was able to compare the fartile 
fields of the Plain of Esdraelon with its delight- | 

mi holm-oak forests; the incomparable harmon« 
ious scenery of the Lake of Gannesaret with 
the barren, mountainous deserts of Judea. 

Whoever wishes to get s deep and lasting 
impression of the Holy Land must not confine 
himself to the visit of sach places as the 
ordinary tourist flocks to in thousands, bat 
rather plunge into the little known interior. 
Now that this has been made so easy, every 


‘ 


friend of Palestine will certainly feel inwardly ° 


thankfal to those men who, through unwearied 
efforts, have succeeded in removing the difficul- 
ties and-opened up the interior of the land. 

As mentioned above, the chief impediment 
to a tour from Jerasalem to Nazareth lay in 
the complete lack of accommodation. In order to 
remedy this, tbe tourist office of the Hamburg |

BRUNNEN, charmingly situated on the 
most, beautiful part of the Lake .of Lucerne, 
commands magnificent views, of lake and 
mountain scenery.

A delightful excursion from Lucerne is 
that to ENGELBERG. Take boat to Stansstad 
and from Stansstad it is about 1 hour and 
40 min. by Electric Railway, with delightful 
scenery en route: The ascent of Ttlis, is 
made from here, and the oramic view of 
the Alps is grand; extending from’ Donte 
Rosa to the Black Forest, and -from the 
Santis to the Matterhorn.
